Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Applicant's Remarks page 8-1 0, filed 1 0/05/2007, 
with respect to claims 1-4, 7-10, 14-21 and 24-29 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-4, 7-10, 14-21 and 24-29 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 7-10, 14-21 and 24-29 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 ,1 6-20,24,25 and 26, prior art found fails to teach a layout step of laying out the 
images extracted in said extraction step in accordance with an order of priority 
previously set to layout regions for images to be laid out on each of the pages of the 
photo album, wherein the previously set order of priority is determined in said layout 
step based on a parameter different from the evaluations. 

2. It is inherent that dependent claims are allowable for depending on allowable 
base claims.
